Chicago, Sept. 22.—Four officials of 
the Schwarzsehlld & Sulzberger Pack­ 
ing company of Chicago were fined an 
aggregate of $25,000 bv Judge Hum­ 
phrey in the United States district 
court here during th*1 day. 
The fines 
followed a plea of guilty to indict­ 
ments charging conspiracy to accept 
railroad 
rebates. 
The 
defendants 
were: Samuel Well ot New York, vice 
president of the company; B. S. Casey, 
traflic m anager; Vance D. Skipworth 
and Chess E. Todd, assistant traffic 
managers. 
Mr. Well 
was 
fined 
$10,000, the 
other three $5,000 each. 
With the entering of the plea the 
declaration was made that unless at 
least one of the cases is immediately 
settled the life of Samuel Well, who 
Is vice president of the company and 
is one of the defendants, is in jeop­ 
ardy. He is said to be a nervous wreck 
and fears were entertained tor his lite 
it he had been allowed to continue 
under the stigma of an indictment. 
The plea was entered, it is declared, 
after a complete understanding had 
been reached between counsel for the 
defendants 
and 
Attorney 
General 
Moody. 
While in Chicago the attor­ 
ney general was apprised of the con­ 
dition of \ ice President Weil and, it 
is said, agreed to the entry of a plea 
of guilty with the understanding that 
the jail provision of 
the law under 
which 
the indictment was 
returned 
should be waived and merely a fine 
imposed. 
The same concession was 
made in the case of the other three 
defendants. 
The four defendants were charged 
with unlawfully combining and agree­ 
ing to solic it rebates for the Schwarzs- 
child <y Sulzberger company from six 
railroad companies. 
Charges were made that the defend­ 
ants conspired with each other in pre­ 
senting supposed claims for damages 
which were in reality claims for re­ 
bates. 
Mr. Max Sulzberger paid the fine, 
giving his cheek for $25,000.
